British Admiralty Adopts Plans for a 
Battleship to Carry Fifty-two

the British Admiralty for an entirely new 
class of warship.

Wo believe it will be the greatest triumph 
in naval architecture, both for speed and 
fighting. It will cost, ready for sea, about 
£1,250,000 ($5,750,000), its speed will be a

OR the last ten years Santa Teresa, the 
healer, has been credited by the Mex- 
ican authorities with being the head 
and front of every uprising which has 

| taken place among the Indians of 
Sonora and Chihuahua. She is described as 
a modern Joan of Arc, wearing a modified 
cowboy costume, with short skirt, brilliant 
ckerchief, and wide sombrero, leading a 
jorde of Yaquis, and bearing a charmed life. 
Today she is the reputed leader of the re- 
volted tribes. Ten years ago, when are 
were last in arms, she was charged with the 


tame offense. 


That the Indians of her native State be- 
lieve in and reverence her as a saint there 
is no doubt; and she was exiled from Mexico 
in 1801 because of her influence among them. 
But in 1805, when Teresita, as her followers 
love to call her, was popularly supposed to 
be hidden among her savage warriors, a 
newspaper correspondent found her quietly 

racticing the role of healer at El Paso. 

ex., and she assured him that she had 
never witnessed a battle, nor been concerned 
in a revolt; had never ordered a revolu- 
tion, or contributed to one. The bloody bat- 
tie of Tomochic was fought because a Mex!- 
ean Governor and a priest attempted to take

States in the United States, and in other 
countries. Under the old English common 
law the age was 10, sometimes 12, years. 
Not until after the revelations made by Mr. 
Stead, in 1885, did the age of consent laws 
begin to attract attention. One outcome: 
was the speedy raising of the age in Eng- 
land by Parliament from 13 to 16 years, Mr. 
Gladstone and others advocating 18 years. 
In the United States the reform is still go- 
ing on. In one State the age was placed at 
7 years. Now only three States have it as 
low as 10 years, five States have fixed the 
age at 18 years, one at 17, eleven at 16, two 
at 15, nineteen at 14, two at 13, five at 12, and 
three at 10. These are, however, being con- 
tinually changed by the State Legislatures. 
In the Kansas Senate a bill was introdu 

and passed to lower the age of consent from 
18 to 12 years. The House was flooded with 
earnest protests, and its Judiciary commit- 
tee reported adversely upon it.

Annual 
divorce statistics are less available in this 
country than in Europe, inasmuch as only 
eight or nine States provide for them.

The East Africa protectorate is under the 
control ot a commissioner.

The Uganda protectorate is also controlled 
by a commissioner, but will soon be erected 
into a colonial government. A railroad 600 
miles long, giving Uganda direct access to 
the Indian Ocean, will soon be completed,

John Bull never lets go of the 
executive authority, whether he governs his 
colony with a- Viceroy or a deputy commis- 
sioner. Wherever conditions warrant the 
colonists enjoy. local’ self-government and 
make their own “laws, but. the executive 
power is in John Bull's hands, and his Vice- 
roy, or his Governor, or his commissioner 
always has command of the troops.

The British Empire, scattered in all quar- 
ters of the globe, com of islands peopled 
by semi-barbaric races, threatened on every 
side dy the territorial aggression of other 
powers, is guarded by an army so small as to 
appear insignificant. In all India there are 
but a few more British troops than Premier 
Dupuy assembled in Paris a few Sundays 
ago to prevent a mob from caning the Presi- 
dent of France while he spent fifteen minutes 
at the racetrack. In all Canada the British 
troops would make an insignificant showing 
compared with the First, Second, and Sev- 
enth Regiments 10 Chicago when on holi- 
day parade, 

There are in the acmy at 

the present time 214,437 officers and men. 
These include cavalry, artillery, infantry, 
engineers, army service men, ordnance 
corps, medical staff, and pay corps. 
Ot this force 99,258 men are kept in Great. 
Britain, 5,553 are with Lord Kitchener in 
Egypt, 35,008 distributed in ‘the coionies 
around the slobe, and 74,423 maintained in 
India. 

This is 3 not a large standing army 
for an empire of 11,250,000 square miles and 
a population of 500,000,000. On the basis of 
population, the standing army of the United 
States in time of peace would be many times 
larger. 

In India the British army is employed to 
protect the northern frontier against the 
encroachments of the Pathan tribes, who. 
instigated by Russie, are an ever present 
menace. 

Large bodies of troops are stationed at 
Gibraltar, Malta, Aden, Ceylon, and Hong- 
kong, not to keep natives in subjection, but 
the empire. 

In addition to the 0 army Great Bri- 
‘tain has made efficient use of native troops. 
There is in India a nativearmy of 148,000. It 
has been drilled into a high state“ of effi- 
ciency, is admirably equipped, and its system 
of mobilization reduced to almost perfection. 
It is significant that it is upon her Indian 

army that Great Britain will largely depend.
